te of England. And as fer this licence to beab- 
ſent oute of the realme,as itis hardlic obteined 
for others:ſo is it neuer orſeldome , and yvith 
veric muche difficultie graugted to Catholi- 
ques. Yea further, (vvhiche is more ſeuere)all 
thoſe parents(yvheſe childeren areabyding in 
theſe parts, or elſe yyhere oute of England, for 
ſtudie ſake, are compelled to enter in bond, 
vvith good aſſurance , eytherto dravve their 
childeren home again by and by vvittoute ta» 
1i:ng,or to depriue them ens of allexhibj- 
tion and releete.All yyhiche things do tendets 
thisende, thatno part nor portion ofaniere- 
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ynke:Yetduring the late diſpat 
with father Campian the priſoner, 
of them whiche were'entred in to heare 
the diſputations, finding oportunitie, 
ſtepped a ſyde- vnto the holes of ſome 
ſecluſed prieſts, to viſir and ſalute thoſe 
ſeruants of Chriſte:by whiche means,as 
by gods holie prouidence, ſome thinges 
were vnder ſtoode and knowne,touching.

A CEP rehcarſed, IT haue heard that the Au-

Maiſter Campian,and Maiſter Sheryvyn, three 
moſte blefſed and fortunate men : vyhoſe happ 
hathe bene after ſo many torments and tortures 
ſuffred for gods cauſegto ſcale vvith their inno= 
cent blood, the truthe, vyhiche they tanghe 
vvith ſo much payn and daungers before. Novy 
Maiſter briat hathe more than his deſire, being 
joynediſocictievvith Ieſus hym ſelfe,to vvho- 

holie name he ſo muche coueted to dedicate

44 lyfe in this vvorldezas appeareth by this his 
epiſtle. And I doyybt not, but that it vvas a ſin- 


ular comfort vnto hym to ſuffer in the com-

__ to bea member vvhiles he liued. 

' Hovv farr all treaſen, avd other diſorder 
of lyfe,vvas from the harts,hands,and vvoords 
of theſe Innocent men,and thereſt vvhich vve- 
recondemned vvith them, all they can teſtifye 
vyhiche euer knevy them, or lined vyith them:
